turn taidics emiiloyed l»,v Jta-ke.v Sammy Sweet in the 
tifth and sixtli races on tiolonel White and Louisi* 
Hell and. lastly, tiie dehut of Miss Kearne.y. the 
reimted la‘st two-year-old lilly in the J. K. Madden 
harn. 

Tile excellent card's chief feature xvas run as the 
fiMirth race, a haiidicaii at one luiie. in Viiiich a 
iiumher of turf ci-lehrities. iucludin;; .Moliawk II., 
Itandelion, Dorante and Far West were started. 
Kiirht of till" tiftimn oritriually entered were with- 
drawn. Stamina and Ko.val Tourist heins the most 
• -onsiiiciioiis ahsentees. A. .1. .Toyner declined to 
start the Whitney pair aKaiust Dandelion on the 
ground that the llitchcis'k horse had lx*en too leni- 
'•iiti.v treated in the allotmimt of weichts. The 
closltic mills alsuit Dandelion were !> to lO. and the 
llamhiirt; horse won a.s an <Mids-ou favorite should. 
Tlu’ unfortunate .Moliawk II. made the runnint; for 
nearl.v six' and a half furlongs, when a lame in the 
Jiastern of the left foreleg snatMied in two and he 
stopped and reelml to the outside so siiddeniy and 
iinexpecteill.v that a collisiiHi with his nearest 
pursuers, iiiciiiding Dandidion. s»>emed inevitahle. 
Hut Waiter Miller's eoolness averted disaster, and 
thi' others swept by tiie pair iiiihariiied. The live- 
t year old Sanford liorse was making his first iiuhlic 
<H>pearanee iiniliT colors sinia' he was retired l«o 
.'■'yars ago. Mohawk II. was the ehamiiioii Iiiveiiile 
III the .Saratoga season in ItaCi. and when atlaekisl 
x'ith a skin dismiss similar to tluit which destroyed 
the immortal Sysonhy. an anticlpa ted hrilliaiit career 
oil the iiietiopolitaii turf had to he ahandoned. The 
horse will la» saveil for stud piir|a>si‘s. 

Overshadowing imldie interest, in which siuiti 
iiieiit idayeii a hig jiart. eeiitered ihi tiie ruiiiiing of 
the sixth race, in which .lames I{. Keene’s gigantic 
5 wo-year-old. Maskette. was prograiiimed to make 
her deluit. lte|iorts of her plieiioiiienal private trials 
had iirevailisl and horsemen and piihlie alike were 
eager to see her iiiii. .lolin F.. Madden, who was 
siMiiliug till' hi-st lie liad ill a feminine way. i-x- 
i-laimed: "What chance has my filly got against 

one which .Mr. Keene says will never meet defeat.” 
The daughter of Di.sguise -Hitiirica is one of the 
largest of her age and S4‘X ever seen on the Ameri- 
can turf. Her iiiiwieldiness and iiiahility to get into 
her stride at the start nearl.v hroiight alsnit her 
nudoing. It reipilred a first furlong in less than ten 
sei-onds. timed si'parately hy several, for Maskette 
to get in touch with tin- leaders. .Midway I||I tlie 
stretch the 1 to } chance seemed ho|a»Iessl.v heateii. 
hut Slitter went at her so savagely that she almost 
.itimiieil from under him and drew out finally and 
with such decisive easi- as to cause the spi>ctators 
to stand agape at the spectacle. The time of the 
raif. I :iaiji, la-at last Friday's performanee of Wed- 
ding Bells, her stiihlc companion, hy two-fifths of a 
second.
